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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To ensure improvement in workability and a long-term of 
durability in a floor board, by using a flat metal foam as a core material, and 
covering and bonding both sides and edges thereof with a metal plate. 
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CONSTITUTION: A metal plate 2 is bonded to cover both sides and 
edges 4 of an aluminum foam board 1 with a metal adhesive and used as a 
floor board. Plastic tiles as finish materials 3 are bonded and laminated onto 
the surface of the floor board. Also, the metal plate 2 is made of a 
galvanized steel plate, and formed with a metal plate 2-1 for the surface 
thereof, another metal plate 2-2 for the edges and another metal plate 2-3 for 
the reverse side. Furthermore, it is possible to provide various edge forms, 
using a metal plate. For example, another metal plate 4 is used to cover the 
edge of the floor board. Also, the upper end of the plate 4 is projected from 
the surface of the floor board, and a margin 5 for a finishing material is 
formed between the upper end of the plate 4 and the surface of the floor 
board. According to the aforesaid construction, the floor board, while 
lightweight, can withstand a heavy load. 
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
